God knowes they have been two trou- 
bleſome pieces of work, Iam ſurethey have made me many 
an ill nights work, and day. and now we are for other Ca-

hirherto, his boly Name be praiſcd for it, 

I would dcfire you to ſend me down a pot of ſalve for m 
legge, for healing and cleanſing of ir, and you fhall heare 
more of the effect of it afcerwards. Thus being glad ro heare 
of your health and welfare, bcing the onely joy, your Mo- 
therand T hath in chis world , with our praters to God to 
continue his bleſſing upon Youand us all, deltring to heare 
from you by the next Poſt,

one of the Mailttary {anmitieh for the N(or- 
therne Aſſociation, ( olonell Francis Eathells 
Clonell Simon Needham Commanders in 
m Chiefe of the Forces, for the Forces for the 
King and Parliament, im Scarbrough, and 
the Honourably Sir Hugh Cholmnely Kn. 
and Barronet Governour of the Caſtle there 
concerning the redention thereof 10 the pearſons 
tfore mentioned. 


| Har the Caſtle be ſurrendred upon Friday nex be- 
ing 2 5 ofthis inſtant July by 12. of the Clocke at 
none, chatall the Armes, Ordnance, Ammunition and pro- 
riſions and goods of what fort Soever now in and about the 
Caftle except what is herafter cx-epted , ſhall be ſatcly de- 
livered to the

the Commander in chiefe in Scarborough, or to whom they 
ſhall appoint to the uſe of the King and Parliamenr, 


2. That all priſoners now in the Caſtle be ſet at liberty 
within fix houres after the ſealing of rheſe Articles, 


2+ That the Governour Sir Hugh Cholley and thoſe Officers, 
Genil-men and Souldiers, who defire it, ſhall have a fate 
convoy from hence into Holland , or faſely convoyed to 
Newark hither they (h2i) Chute, andif any after their com- 
ivg to Newzrk, ſhall then 1eiolye ro goe into Holland, giving 
notice thereof wititin fix d2yes'to tne Committee, then to 
take ſhipping ar Hull , Scarborough, or Burlington key, to 
be accommodated pay ::iguſuall rates, fo that chey take the 
fi: {t opportum:y of wind and ſhipping) and ſuch others who 
defire them, ſha'l have paſſes from the faid Committee , ty 
goe to the Kings Army, or any of his Garriſons as they 
picaſe; not travelling above twenty in a company , where the 
Graeraonr, «ra Colonell ſhall be in perſon : otherw: ſe. not 
aboveten in a company; the time to be limited in their fere- 
rall pzfles, as thedifiance of the place they goe to ſhall re- 
quirz, none of them paſsing through any Garriſon of the 
King and Pa:lizment , if there be any 6ther way. 


4. That no pcrſen whatſoever goirg from this. C:file, 
be plundered, arreſtcd, or ſtaid upon any ground cr pretence 
whatſocver, and in acaſeupon complaint made to the ajc re- 
{aid Committee at Yorke, tobe ſpeedily redreſt, 


5. That the ſaid Choimety ſhall have liberty to live ar 
owne houſe in Whitbee, and <njoy ſuch of his eftate as is a!- 
lowcd by Ordinance of Parliainent , that fhe may have two

what place they pleaſe , having ſufficient time allowed them

7, That the Goyernour matci: on his owne horſe with 
Sword, Piſtols, Carbine, and defenſive Armes, and all field 
Officers upon their own horſes, with their Swords .and Pi- 
ols, All Captains whatſoever, Licvtenants and Cornets of 


| horſe; in like manner three ſervants of the Governours , and 
- for every field officer, as aforcſaid; and all other officers 


and ſouldiers whatſoever on foot without any other Armes 
but their ſwords : and net to be compelled to march above ten 
miles aday. 


$. That all Officers and Souldiers may carry with ehem 
what is really their own, that nothing be carryed in cloth - 
bagsor ſnapſacks but their own wearing apparell , writings, 
evidences, or bills, - 


9, That cvery Officer Gentleman and Clergy-man may 
haye liberty ro buy or lawſully procure a travelling horſe 
for himfelfe , and his fervant , that all fick and lame men 
may enjoy the ſame priviledge, =»

19 Thar all Gentlemen of qualitic and Clergie men, haye 
libertie ro march, Gentlemen with their ſwords, but none 
of them carry aboverhe value of 5. 1.in monie oz plate abour 
their perſons, and nothing in their cloake-bags but as is 
exp:cflcd in the 8.

11 Thar there be no fraud, deceir, whatſocverin ſpoiliny Þ 
or inbezecling any thing before mentioned or comprized in | 
theſe Articles 3 and if any of them ſhall be violared, the par: :

whe:e the ta& ſhall be done, to give ſatisfaction for His of. :

That the Garriſon and all therein be ſurrendred ro the 
Parliament. There were about 200 in the Caſtle, and 1004 
came in tothe Parliament. There was taken in the Caftla b 
of Scarborough; viz. Five brafle Peeces of Ordnance, zo |! 
Iron peeces of Ordnance ſome Field peeces 1000. Armes a | 
. great quantitie of Powder, Match, Bullets, and other Ams } 

munition, all Cholmleyes bag and baggage.
